Refueling Plane

Lost C-47 Found 
In Mexico With 
Passengers Dead 


Search For Army 
Plane Concluded 
After Long Time 


DEL RIO, March 3.—(IP)—Sheriff 
A. E. Steinmetz said today that a 
missing C-47 crashed in the Colo- 
rado Mountains south of here in 
Mexico and that all nine men 
aboard were killed. 


The plane had been missing for 
several days on a flight from Ham- 
ilton Field, Calif., to Kelly Field 
In San Antonio, Texas. 


It was last reported over Wink, 
Texas, in the southwest part of 
the state, at 8:26 a. m.

Sheriff Steinmetz said that the 
report that the plane was found 
was made by Oscar Gonzalez, a pri- 
vate flyer who lives at Villa Acuna.

Atomic War With Russia Is Predicted

Dr. C. P. Boner, prominent phy- 
sicist, told the University of Texas 
Exes Wednesday nfght here that 
atomic energy "does not mean the 
end of mankind," nor does it mean 
that many of the horrible predic- 
tions written about it will come 
true, 
Head of the University of Texas 
department of physics and asso- 
ciated with Navy projects in at- 
orale energy and guided missiles 
in the Defense Research Labora- 
tories, Boner debunked much of 
the predicted dire consequences oj 
the. use of atomic energy. 
He brought the principal speech 
at the UT Exes' annual March 2 
banquet at Goerge's Grill. 
"Atomic energy will have no 


effect on preventing war," Bontr 


predicted, "but it will not mean 
the end of mankind." Atomic en- 
ergy is finite, it'has limits, and 
there are defenses against It. 
"Likewise," Boner added in com- 
menting on the peacetime use of 
atomic energy and Its effect on a 
petroleum economy such as Texas 
has," It wll not Immediately bring 
about an era in which the use of 
gasoline will disappear overnight. 
My guess -is that atomic energy 
will supplant gasoline in about 30 
years." 
Boner debunked also the idea 
that Russia does not have an at- 
omic bomb. "The only secret that 
exists as to the A-bomb is how 
to brine the two elements together 
to produce the explosion. Every- 
thing else has been published In 
the press and elsewhere." 
"I believe that we eventually 


face war with Russia," Boner said, 
"In that case we should assume 
that she has thousands of the 
bombs." 
The vistas that the discovery 


of atomic energy opened to peace- 
time use are Incredible, the phys- 
icist continued. Its application lr. 
the. field of power for industry Is 
unlimited, once the attendant prob- 
lems are solved. There is also an 
Indication that atomic energy may 
be the answer to such medical 
problems as cancer and leukemia. 
There are several reasons why 
the application of atomic energy 
to peacetime users has not moved 
faster, Boner explained. Some of 
them are that 
the 
government 


lost some of Its top research men 
when the war ended; that 
the 
physics problem 
involved 
Is a 


tough one; that w« need new Ma- 


terials to contain the harmfull ef- 
fects; that there must be a solv- 
inK of the problem of how to dis- 
pose of atomic wastes. 
Boner explained in non-technical 


terms the mechanics of the atom- 
ic bomb and of atomic energy 
Hlb discussion cleared the air on 
a subject that has been made to 
seem complicated to most laymen

Eels Seem To Go 
Their Way With 
"Radar" Eyes 


NEW TORK—Electric eel* *eem 
to have some strange electrical 
•radar" to find,their way despite 
poor eyesight. 
C. W. Coates, curator and aquar- 


1st of the New York 
Aquarium, 
New Tork Zoological Society, told 
about it in displaying «ome elec- 
tric eels to the Americas Institute 
of Electrical Engineer*. 
The electric eels come from trop- 
ical South America. They grow 
four to seven feet long, and can 
develop a wallop of 600 volt*. 
Sometimes they kill horse* or eat- 
tle.But they all have poor eyesight. 
It may be due to damage from its 
own shocks, or those of its fell«ws, 
Coates said. The eel lives in mur- 
ky swamp water, but can find liv- 
ing things quickly and easily. It 
can locate a wall placed In the • 
ter, or an electrical discharge. 
It apparently does it by an apar- 
atus that works on the principle 
of radar, Coates said. Radar sends 
out high-frequency radio 
pulses, 
and records the echoe* bouncing 
back from a target. 
When the electric eel trie* to lo- 
cate something, one of it* three 
"batteries" or 
electrical 
organ* 
starts discharging, sending 
out 
electrical pulses. The rate Increas- 
es as it get* more excited. 


And the fish seems to have *ome 


kind of receptor 
organs, 
other 
than its eye* or ear* or noie, • to 
find its "target", Coates 
added. 
These seem to be located In en- 
larged pores around the eel'* head. 
"We havea been unable to find 
anything of particular interest be- 
neath these pores, so far. But If 
they are removed or insulated, the 
fish does not seem able to find it* 
way about. It would almost teem 
as if these are the receh.ag end 
of an electrical finding apparatus". 
The electric eel i* not an eel at. 
all, but is shaped like one, and 
hence, its name. It* electricity 
1* 
chemically produced. It 1* one of 
half a dozen kind* of electrical fish 
now living. 


Nineteen hundred year* ago, on* 
physician made patient* with gout 
stand on an electric fish "until the 
foot and leg up to the knee had be- 
come numb."

high. At least four offenders have 
been caught sketching at fashion 
shows 
and 
subsequently 
were 


thrown out. 
At Christian Dior's press open- 
Ins a 
woman 
was discovered 
sketching and was personally es- 
corted out by Dior who tore up 
the sketches to the applause of 
the audience. 
Later an Italian was suspected 
but no evidence was Immediately 
found. He was conducted to a 
dressing 
room 
and 
searched, 
Sketches -were found concealed in 
his underpants. 
Many precautions are taken to 


Uuep undesirables away from the 
shows. Anyone requesting an in- 
vitation has to produce a passport 
which revoala his certified profes- 
sion. If the person turna out to be 
a designer or in any way connec- 
ted with the "rag" trade, then the 
fashion house demands a stake Of 
about $200 as guarantee that at 
least one dress will be bought.

Tho field ij, the world; the seed Is 
the Word of God; tho Sower ia 
God Himself. Thn soil by the way- 
side represcntn tho hard lives of 
those who repel tho advances of 
God, and—lest we grow smug and 
Pharisaical—the v/ayside ' soil also 
represents the hard places in your 
life and mine which have not yet 
been surrendered to Christ and His 
way of life. The rocky soil Is tha 
thin soil over a stratum of rock, 
the superficial personalities who, 
when they hear the Word, respond 
with enthusiasm until they discover 
that it costs something to accept 
the Christian life and maintain it:
